1.0 1 COMPUNET

1 .02 SUBSCRIBER Any person who has been registered as a SUBSCRIBER in ihe 
COMPUNET service and allocated a USER NUMBER 

1 .03 USER NUMBER Individual code(s) allocated by COMPUNET to SUBSCRIBERS for 
the purpose of accessing the COMPUNET service. 

1 .04 TERMINAL Any combination of home computer with modem and software or other 
apparatus which provides access to the COMPUNET service. 

1 .05 DOWNLOADING The process of transferring information or software from the 
COMPUNET service lo a TERMINAL 

1 .06 UPLOADING The process of transferring information or software from a 
TERMINAL lo the COMPUNET service 

1 .07 THE JUNGLE An area of the COMPUNET service to which SUBSCRIBERS can 
upload their own information and software. 

1 08 BILL PROCESS The action taken by COMPUNET to cause a direct debit to be made 
in order lo obtain payment of all sums then due from the SUBSCRIBER to COMPUNET 

1 09 BILLING TRIP LEVEL That level of charges on the SUBSCRIBER'S accoum which If 
exceeded will cause the BILL PROCESS lo take place immediately.
